Adam Smith, if not the founder of 


he modern science of political econ 
amy, was at least one of its greatest 
exponents. In treating of labor, he 
said: 


'Labor is the real measure of the 


exchangsable value of all commodi- 


es." 
This view he maintained with the 


most conclusive arguments, and the 
same view is maintained by all rep- 
utable economical 
writers 
whose 


works are either read or remembered. 


Testing the vslue of gold by these 
reat measures, labor and real estate, 


what results do wo find? Detail need 
not bo given. I hazard nothing .in 
saying that under this crucial com- 
parison it will be found that gold hns 
very nearly if not. quite doubled in 
value within the lust live years. 
The 


most careless observer, cannot fail to 
discover the general correctness of 
tliis statement, and tha most careful 
scrutiny in every locality vvill con- 
firm it. The universal experience 
of those who have real estate or labor 
to dispose of will attest its truth 
The reason of this greater fall in the 
prices of land aud labor than in com 
modities in general nse is not diffi- 
cult to discover. 


It' the articles given in the tables 


of the New York Public, which show 


average fall in price of 19 per 


cent., are divided into two groups 
it will be found that the group con- 
sisting of bieadstuffs, 
butter and 


cheese, provisious and tobacco, sugar 
and molasses, and tea and coffee, all 
of them under the habits of the peo 
pie of the United Slates being articles 
of necessary consumption, fell in 
price ouly 13 per cent., while the 
other group, consisting of raw mate- 
rial for manufacture, coal, iron, cot 
ton, leather and wool, fell in price 
H6 per cent. 


The inevitable consequences of a 


rise in the value of money, or in othei 
words of generally falling prices, are 
stagnation of 
industry, decreased 


amount of employment, and shrunk- 
en wages. The luxuries of the rich 
and the comforts of the middle clusse? 
are at such times largely curtailed and 
in many instances cut off altogether, 
but the wago classes, eveu when they 
earn more than the needs of sub- 
sistence, rarely indulge in siiperfl'ai 
ties or extravagance in livicg. Foi 
the purpose of getting ahead in the 
world they pinch and save and live 
in the most frugal manner consist 
ent with health and strength. 


Hence during a period of falling 


prices the dainand for the actual uec 
essaries is impaired the least, »nd the 
demand for things not in exigent re 
quisition is 
impaired 
the 
most. 


Chingesiu the prices of necessaries 
and luxuries, respectively, must be 
in correspondence with tho changes 
in the demands for them. A coo 
stautly increasing proportion of the 
aggregate earnings of labor and cap 
ital must bo appropriated to the act- 
ual necessities of subsistence, and 
consequently the fall in their prices 
will be the least. 


The aggregate of wages will be 


largely reduced because there wil! 
be no incentive to the ernploymenl 
of 
labor beyond 
that decreasing 


amount required to produce the nee 
eesaries of life and^o produce also 
such a supply of comforts and lux 
unes as will suffice for tha few who 
may still be able to indulge in them 
the profits of both these kinds of pro 
duction will be reduced to the low 
03t point consistent with their being 
maintained at all. It is easy to per 
ceive that a long-continued rise in 
the value of money aud fall in gen 
eral prices would destroy all' "credit, 
and that tho resulting sufferings of 
the people would finally drive them 
to seek relief in the diiect exchange 
of commodities. 
The price of the 


raw mit»riai which enters into all 
kinds of manufacture falls in a great- 
er ratio than do the necessaries of 
life because the manufactured article 
can be dispensed with, while the 
coarse food essential to the existence 
of the laborer is indispensable. 


The tables of The Public do i o' 


give the pncas of luxuries at differ- 
ent periods, nor have I been able, to 
find, them elsewhere in reliable form. 
STor do I deem it necessary to furnish 
them in order to illustrate what ia so 
familiar. The fall of prices is, of 
course, greatest in tb.ot.9~ articles for 
which there is the greatest decrease 
in the deininds, and all experience 
shows that the depressing effect upon 
Ihapriccs.ijf property of an increas- 
ing value iu money falls first in-point 
of time iind greatest in degree on lax 
nries.

The wage classes lose half their ac- 


customed earnings through a reduc- 


tion of their wages, and more espe 
cially through tin steady employment 
and lack of employment altogether. 
This is not compensated by a corres- 
ponding fall in the prices of what 
feeds them. On tho other hand such 
consumers of luxuries as are still 
able to command them find a large 
oflset to the diminution of their in- 
comes in the very great fall in the 
prices of what they buy. 


Thesa obvious principles furnish an 


explanation of the present depressed 
condition of labor and real estate. 
Very little is being produced, espe- 
cially in manufecturing industry, ex- 
cept what is urgently needed, and 
therefore sure of a market. As pro- 
duction declines wages decline, and, 
what is even more disastrous, em- 
/loyment becomes intermittent aud 
>recarious. The aggregate of a la- 
)orer's annual earnings depends quite 
as much upon the constancy of his 
employment—the number of days in 
he year that he gets employment—as 
upon the rate of his wages when he 
s fortunate enough to find work to 
do. 


In respect to real estate, nothing is 


salable except what is actually and 
m mediately wanted. Houses to the 
extent that occupants are ready to 
jay rent for them, and stores and 
warehouses within the limits of the 
unrestricted and still diminishing de- 
mand, will command a price, altho' a 
,ow one. 
But with tho spirit of en 


;erprise crushed out as it is now, by 
;he striking down at a blow of one- 
lialf of tho metallic currency of the 
world, by the absolute shrinkage- iu 
>his country of accepted paper cur- 
rencies, and by a still greater shrink- 
age of such currencies relatively to 
advancing population and commerce, 
property having merely prospective 
value has ceased to be regarded as 
property at all. It is wholly un- 
available, and when forced to the auc- 
tion block sells for little more than 
tho value of the paper of which con- 
veyances of it 'lire written.

proved lots in growing cities, unde- 
veloped mines aud 
water-powers, 


buildings for the moment unoccupied 
agricultural lands beyond the imme- 
diate demind, are all in thin category 
Unless under exceptionable condi- 
tions, they ure en.irely unavailable as 
security for loans.

tity it is rising in value, commerce 
and industry become asphyxiated.

The fall in the wages of labor, 


measured in gold, hus extended to 
every part of Ihe western world and 
over all fields of industry. It has 
been greatest, as always ut periods of 
stagnation, in the wages of unskilled 
labor, but has been great in all em- 
ployments. It is scarcely au exag- 
geration to say that average wages, 
measured in gold, havo fallen one- 
half since 1872 73. It is certainly no 
exaggeration to say thit the receipts 
of the wage classes have diminished 
to a much greater extent, if to the 
fall in wages are added tho losses 
from enforced idleness. TUe partic- 
ular class of employes on tbe Balti- 
more and Ohio liailroad who com- 
menced the disturbances of last Sum- 
mer did not complain so much of tho 
reduction of their pay. They proba- 
bly would not have risen in riotous 
assemblage if their employment had 
been constant. The number of days 
in the month they wero unemployed 
wjs to them u much more grievous 
burden. This reduction of employ- 
ment is not confined to the railroads, 
but extends to every industrial de- 
partment. 


The most deplorable accounts of 


the condition of labor in England and 
Germany reach us conslanlly. In 
Berlin revolutionary outbreaks have 
been kept down only by the bayonet 
and the breech load'er.
